PREFACE . 
| 


A short history of Studia Liturgica should preceed the index of its first fourteen 
Volumes. 


The initiative of launching an international ecumenical review for liturgical re- 
search and renewal dates back as far as 1947. 


In Thun (Switzerland), at a meeting of the Commission on Ways of Worship of the 
Faith and Order Continuation Committee, which, after the Faith and Order Move- 
ment had become an official part of the World Council of Churches, became one 
of the Departments of this new worldwide ecumenical organisation (the first 
meeting of the Commission on Ways of Worship in this new context was held in 
Baarn, The Netherlands, 1948), the present chief editor of Studia Liturgica, who 
then was secretary of the Commission, proposed to its members to found an *“Ecu- 
menical Center for liturgical research’. Reason for this initiative was his discovery 
that in the field of worship there was a stronger rapprochement between the chur- 
ches than in any other field and his knowledge that the Commission on Ways of 
Worship which had only limited terms of reference would cease to exist after it had 
presented its Report to the next (Third) World Conference on Faith and Order 
which, indeed, took place in Lund (Sweden), summer 1952. 


In the churches, however, as in general, essential things need a long time to mature. 
In spite of the fact that not only the members of the Commission on Ways of 
Worship (e.g. Gerardus van der Leeuw, Wilhelm Stahlin, William D. Maxwell, 
Nicolas Zernov, Julius Schweizer, to mention only a few of them), but also almost 
all officers of the Faith and Order Committee (like Yngve T. Brilioth, Oliver S. 
Tomkins, Leonard Hodgson) were in favour of the project, it was not until 1962 
that part of the vision - the publication of a Review - could be realised. At that 
time Wiebe Vos who 12 years earlier had become pastor of a congregation of the 
Netherlands Reformed Church met another pastor - a friend of his - who, although 
not related to him, bore the same surname: Matthijs Vos. It was due to his financial 
engagement that on the 18th of March, 1962 - the birthday of the late Professor van 
der Leeuw who had such a stimulating influence on his pupil Wiebe Vos - the first 
issue of Studia Liturgica, prefaced by Oliver S. Tomkins and William D. Maxwell, 


could be presented to a group of people to whom one of Van der Leeuw’s sons 
belonged. 


The unexpected initial growth of the number of subscribers gave much hope for a 
healthy development in the future. But, as so often happens in life, ‘ups’ were fol- 
lowed by ‘downs’. Five years later, in 1967, Matthijs Vos who had become the first 
manager of Studia Liturgica suddenly died. This was like an earthquake for the 


Review which so much depended on him for its administration and for its finan- 
cing. 


However, a few hours before his sudden death something providential had hap- 
pened: a publisher was found, named Paul Brand, who showed himself willing - 
not for commercial, but for idealistic reasons — to take over the publication of the 
Review, saying: ‘The future of the church depends upon its liturgy’. 


So it was, therefore, that, after a year of great troubles, the former subscribers could 
be told in a circular letter that ‘Studia Liturgica (was) back on the track again’. 


The sudden death of the first manager resulted in bitter consequences for the pub- 
lication during the following years, the worst of which, the alarming decrease of 
subscribers, we were able, with God’s help, to overcome. Although the financial 
basis of the publication remained very weak indeed, the Editor and his wife coura- 
geously continued their work, which seemed to bear fruit in at least three promising 
developments: 


(a) the contacts with an ecumenical liturgical institution in process of formation, 
to be located in North Miami Beach, USA, which, although the Institute itself never 
came about, resulted in the decision of one of the previous Bishops of the Diocese 
of South Florida (Episcopal Church) to support Studia Liturgica with a quarterly 
check, a promise which he was able to keep for about two years; 


(b) the birth of a ‘twin sister’ of Studia Liturgica in the foundation of an inter- 
national ecumenical Society for the study and practice of worship, called Societas 
Liturgica — the second part of the Editor’s original vision - which took place in 
Driebergen (The Netherlands), 1967, in the preparations of which Jean-Jacques von 
Allmen (Neuchatel) together with the Editor played a decisive role (Grandchamp, 
1965); 


(c) the setting up of a Liturgical Ecumenical Center Trust — initiated by the Dutch 
Banker Professor C. Karsten - which since 1970 has been financially responsible 
for the publication of the Review. 


It was owing to the existence of this Liturgical Ecumenical Center Trust that in 
the course of the last ten years a small number of donations were received which 
we hereby gratefully acknowledge. They came from individuals (subscribers and, 
mostly, parishioners of Pastor Wiebe Vos) as well as from organisations: a Francis- 
can Order in Bennebroek (The Netherlands), the Prins Bernhard Fonds, the Fonds 
‘Wending’, the Professor Dr. G. van der Leeuw Stichting (all Durch funds prepared 
to support an English language Review!). They all deserve a place of honour in the 
memory of all who are convinced that the study and renewal of worship is one of 
the primary tasks of the present day ecclesial and theological-academical world. 


Other funds and foundations which were approached - we have lost count of them 
- refused help, often because - to their mind - the work of the ‘Studia Liturgica 
complex’ (as the late Dr. H. Leatherland called the project later on in a series of 
lectures which he gave in Australia after he had returned from a sabbatical leave, 
which he partly had spent in the Studia Liturgica ‘headquarters’ at Rotterdam) had 
no bearing on the renewal of society and its structures: one of the main topics of 
presentday thinking and action, also in the ecclesiastical world. 


It is due to these individuals and organisations and to the devotion and zeal of 
Sister Paulo who is commemorated in this booklet as one of the people who volun- 
tarily helped the Editor and his wife in the course of many difficult years, and to 
the many subscribers who remained faithful, some from the very beginning, that 
Studia Liturgica still exists and that the present Index can be published. 


‘There were shadows, there also is light’: words quoted from a recent letter to all 
Studia Liturgica subscribers. The light, however, prevails at the moment of pub- 
lication of this Index, so that all who are concerned with and engaged in the Studia 
Liturgica work - among whom the co-editors, particularly Geoffrey Wainwright, 
the authors, the readers and the benefactors, should especially be mentioned - can 
be full of hope for the future.
